ORDER 

No. 53(2)773 -CL.lt. — In pursuance of sub-clause (ii) of 
clause (b) of sub-section (4) of Section 209 of the Companies

Subject : — Report of the Review Committee on the future 
development of National Council of Educational 
Research and Training Amendment of Para 10

68-NCERT. dated the 4th August. 1969, in the 
light of the Report of the Committee on four- 
year language courses in the Regional Colleges 
of Education under the National Council of Edu- 
cational Research and Training, 

Nu, F, 1-25/7 l-Schools-4 . — The decisions of the Govern- 
ment of India on the major rec omm endations of the Review 
Committee appointed by the Government of India in Jan- 
uary, 1968. under the Chairmanship of Dr. R. D. Nag 
Chaudhuri, then Mcmeber (Science), Planning Commission, 
to review and evaluate the activities and programmes of the 
National Council of Educational Research and Training and 
to make recommendations regarding their furture, were in- 
corporated in the. Ministry of Education & Youth Services 
Resoution No. F, 1-3/68-NCERT, dated the 4th August 
1969. In paragraph 10 of the said Resolution it wa s stated 
that fresh admissions to four-year degree courses in English 
should be discontinued with effect from 1970-71 and that 
orders regarding the four-year course lit science should be 
issued separately. 

2. The matter has since been reviewed by two separate 
Committees appointed by the Executive Committee of the 
NCERT. One Committee under the Chairmanship of Dr. 
B. D. Nag Chaudhuri examined the Science courses while 
another under the chairmanship of Prof. M. V. Mathur 
examined the language courses. While the Committees re- 
commended continuance of the courses with modifications, 
the Mathur Commitjee also stated that after watching the 
success of the four-year course in English NCERT should 
develop such courses in other languages. 

3. The Government of India have consisted the recom- 
mendations of the said Committees and have now decided 
that for the time being the four-year degree course in English 
may be continued in the Regional Colleges of Education at 
Bhubaneswar. Bhopal and Mysore and the four-year Science 
course in all the Colleges, Government have also decided 
that a review should be carried out at the end of the Fourth 
Plan period of the impact of these courses on the standard 
of teaching at the secondary level, to enable Government to 
decide on the further course of action.
